HOUSING 


During  the  year  fifty  three  houses  we re  completed  by  the 
Council,  ten  by  the  County  Council,  and  thirty  four  private  houses 
under  licences  granted  by  the  Council.  Building  licences  were 
issued  for  the  errection  of  thirteen  dwellings  up  to  November, 
1954 9  and  it  was  during  this  month  that  the  restriction  on  private 
buildings  was  completely  removed. 

During  the  year  no  houses  were  dealt  with  under  Section  11 
of  the  Hoi  sing  Act,  1936,  but  following  the  passing  of  the 
’'Housing  repairs  and  Rents  Act ,  1954”  a  survey  has  to  be  com¬ 
pleted  in  all  districts  by  August  this  year,  and  although  my 
survey  is  not  yet  complete,  quite  obviously,  certain  properties 
will  require  to  be  dealt  with.  I  hope  that  more  can  be  said 
about  this  in  the  next  annual  report. 

Paragraph  4  of  Circular  24/54  states  that  Article  31  °D  the 
Housing  Consolidated  Regulations,  1925s  which,  owing  to  wartime 
condition;;  was  curtailed,  should  now  be  reintroduced  into  the

Once  again  I  must  refer  to  the  new  sewerage  scheme  which 
is  now  nearing  completion,  and  hope  that  in  the  immediate  future 
we  shall  see  the  abolition  of  insanitary  vaults  and  pail  closets 
in  areas  which  are  served  by  the  new  sewers. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


There  has  been  no  change  in  the  circumstances  of  the  district 
during  the  year.  The  following  is  the  information  requested  by 
the  Ministry.

MEAT  iHD  FOOD  INSPECTION 

The  decontrol  of  meat  and  Lawgn stock  took  effect  at  the  end 
of  June,  1954s  and  in  order  that  there  should  be  no  disruption  of 
supplies,  four  local  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  for  a  period 
of  three  years.  A  proportion  of  the  animals  slaughtered  in  this 
district  are  for  consumption  in  two  other  districts  and  in  addition 
a  number  of  pigs  have  been  slaughtered  for  sale  in  London.  This  of 
course  adds  to  the  work  carried  out,  and  in  this  respect  some  775 
visits,  including  130  evening 'visits ,  were  made  last  year,  which 
together  with  16  Sunday  visits  totalled  over  200  hours  extra  work. 
In  addition  all  four  slaughterhouses  have  been  licensed  by  the 
Ministry  for  the  certification  of  pigs  on  a  deadweight  basis,  and 
in  this  respect  some  302  pigs  were  weighed  and  certified  during 
the  last  6  months  of  the  year.  The.  roport  of  the  Interdepartmental 
Committee  regarding  the  siting  of  slaughterhouses  is  due  anytime, 
and  its  recommendations  affecting  this  area  are  eagerly  awaited. 

Accordingly,  the  figures  given  belo w  will  relate  to  the  period 
under  control  and  to  the  period  under  private  enterprise.  I  would 
at  this  stage  express  my  thanks  to  the  Slaughterhouse  Manager  and 
Staff  for  the  assistance  I  received  whilst  meat  was  under  control. 
Similarly,  I  would  add  that  the  local  butchers  have  been  most  co¬ 
operative  in  enabling  me  to  carry  out  a  proper  system  of  meat 
inspection, 

I  would  at  this  stage  draw  special  attention  to  the  amount 
of  time  I  spend  on  meat  inspection  to  the  exclusion  of  work  in 
food  preparing  premises,  factories,  etc.  This  is  evidenced  by 
the  increased  number  of  animals  slaughtered,  (particularly  at  the 
four  newly  licensed  slaughter©*!)  'during  the  past  year,  which  has 
necessitated  an  increased  number  of  visits  for  the  purpose  of  meat 
inspection. 

One  case  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  was  discovered  during  the  first 
half  year,  and  two  cases  in  the  second  half  year.  In  all  cases 
the  cysts  were  located  in  the  external  masseter  muscles.  The 
carcases  and  organs  were  then  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Rood.

Condemned  meat  at  the  Slaughterhouses  is 
collected  by  contractors  for  processing. 
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6)  where  special  examination  of  a  stock  or  of  a  consignment 
of  food  has  been  necessary,  the  total  quantity  as  well 
as  the  quantity  condemned. 

No  large  batches  of  Food  were  examined,  but  the  lists  on 
pages  9  and  10  show  the  total  weight  of  food  condemned.

Complaints  of  infestation  are  dealt  with  by  the  Council’s 
Rodent  Operator  who  also  looks  after  infestation  on  the  refuse 
tips.  The  sewers  are  treated  twice  a  year  in  accordance  with 
the  Ministry’s  instructions  and  visits  are  paid  to  farms  not 
under  contract  to  the  Agricultural  Executive  Committee. 

FACTORIES  ACT. 

There;  are  52  factories  on  the  Councils  register,  and  8 
visits  were  paid  resulting  in  5  nuisances  being  found.
